TEN DEMOCRATS FAVOR IT

Washington, Noy. 26—By a strict
party vote, the Senate Finance com-
mittee last night decided to recom
mend that the yield from the 1920
revenue bill be limited to $4,000,
000,000, Ten Democratic members,
who voted for the amount suggested
by Secretary McAdoo, were opposed
by the seven Republicans.

Before adopting the four billion
dollar limit the committee voted
down a proposal by Senator Gore, of
Oklahoma, Demoerat, to leave th2
$6,000,000,000 bill of 1919 un-
changed for 1920 and use the two
billion surplus for paying outstand
ing government obligations. Yhe
volte was 9 to 8, Fenator Gore join-
ing with the seven Republican mem-
bers.
